LEGISLATION 
TO SELL BONDS 


Remedial 
Legislation 
Making 
Possible Sale of $50,000,000 
Highway 
Bonds 
Expected. 


Harrisburg—Remedial 
legislation 
making possible the sale of the $50,- 
000,000 of highway bonds approved in 
the election of November 1923 will be 
among the first measures which the 
1926 Legislature will be asked to pass, 
provided the Supreme Court sustains 
the findings of the Dauphin county 
courts which held the enabling act un­ 
constitutional. 
The lower court’s de­ 
cision was based on the ground the 
act failed to state for what purpose 
the bonds were to be used. 
Officials in the Department of High­ 
ways have announced the construction 
program for 1925 includes the build­ 
ing of about 1,200 miles of improved 
road. It was declared, however, this 
program will depend upon the money 
being made available through the sale 
of the bonds. 
W. H. Connell, engi­ 
neering executive in the department, 
said this bond issue probably would 
enable the state to complete the pri­ 
mary road system. 
The alleged flaw in the enabling 
act, passed by the 1923 Legislature, 
was brought to the attention of state 
officials when bids for the first $15,- 
000,000 issue of the bonds were open­ 
ed July 22, last. Approximately only 
$500,000 of the issue was bid for and 
the bidders were notified they could 
recall their bids if they had any doubt 
as to the bonds’ validity. 
Governor 
Pinchot, who presided a t the opening 
of the bids, said the courts would be 
asked to pass on the constitution­ 
ality of the act, as “there must be 
no question whatever as to the sound­ 
ness, safety and desirability of the 
bonds of the Commonwealth of Penn­ 
sylvania.” 
He said th at should the 
courts fail to sustain the act the 1925 
Legislature would be asked to pass a 
new enabling act. 
The act was taken into the Dauphin 
county courts 
through 
proceedings 
brought by Charles Hollinger, mem­ 
ber of the state employes’ retirement 
system, who sought to restrain the re­ 
tirement 'board from purchasing $25,- 
000 of the bonds, for which it sub­ 
scribed. 
In granting the restraining 
order, the Dauphin county court said 
“to issue bonds under this act of as­ 
sembly would be a plain violation of 
this constitutional 
provision because 
there is no purpose specified in the 
act.” 
After the lower court’s decision At­ 
torney General George W. Woodruff 
appealed 
the 
aces to the Supreme 
court. 


Is Taken From Public Archives, 
Dr. Myers Reports; Return 
Demanded By Society. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
state 
charter, 
under which the people of the state 
lived during the most prosperous pe­ 
riod of colonial times, from 1701 until 
1776, has disappeared from the public 
archives and is now somewhere in 
private hands, according to Dr. Albeit 
Cooke 
Myers, of the Pennsylvania 
Historical Society, who viewed 
the 
first Pennsylvania state charter, ex­ 
hibited near the Liberty Bell in In­ 
dependence Hall, Philadelphia, Thurs­ 
day. 
Doctor Myers, a native Adams coun­ 
tian, is a frequent visitor to this sec­ 
tion, and recently played a prominent 
p ail in the erecting and unveiling of 
the John Hanson Stedman 
marker 
near Zora, in Liberty township, this 
; county. 
“No one has any right to that 1701 
charter,’’ said Doctor Myers, “and the 
governor of Pennsylvania 
has 
the 
power to demand its return 
to the 
state archives. 
It cannot belong to 
I any one but the state, and in conse­ 
quence it cannot become private prop­ 
erty. 
“I believe that all three state char­ 
ters should belong to the state, not only 
the one recently purchased through 
popular subscription, and the one of 
1683, which is in the possession of the 
government, but the charter of 1701, 
under which the people of the state 
lived for the most brilliant period of 
their colonial days.” 
The present whereabouts 
of 
the 
1701 charter Doctor Myers would not 


i divulge. 
He is now preparing the 
I story of the 1682 charter for an in­ 
terested philanthropist, who has order­ 
ed 15,000 facsimiles, to bo distribut­ 
ed to schools and colleges applying for 
a copy of the historic document.
